SIR, 

IT  is  a  trite,  but  true  obfervaition,  that 
example  is  more  powerful  than  pre¬ 
cept.  It  is  more  fuited  to  the  nature  of 
man  ;  it  calls  forth  our  attention,  excites 
and  gives  motion  to  the  moftaCtive  prin¬ 
ciples  of  our  nature ;  it  warmly  interefts 
our  hop:;s  and  fears.  The  morality  in* 
culcated  by  reafon  and  reliction,  is  not 
fo  atfeding  and  fuccefbful,  as  that  infufed 
by  the  reprefentation  of  real  life — the 
diforders  of  the  paffiom. 

Of  all  periods  of  human  life,  youth  iS' 
the  moft  important;  from  it,  by  a  necef* 
fary  confequence,  may  be  dated  our  hap- 
pinefs  or  mifery,  and  the  train  of  profpe- 
rous  and  adverfe  events  which  conftitute 
the  main  tenor  of  our  livcs^  The  firft;

The  mafter  pro¬ 
portionally  funk  into  difeftcem  and  con¬ 
tempt,  and  was  treated  with  every  mark 
of  indifference  and  oeglcd.  For  fome 
time  he  ftruggled  againft  the  ftream,  but 
at  Uft,  finding  his  moft  vigorous  endea¬ 
vours  ineffe^ual,  he  gave  way  to  the 
torrent,  and  relaxed  in  point  of  difiaplioe 
and  attention.  FuU  fcope  yvas  nqw  gi¬ 
ven  to  my  propenfity  for  idicneft  and  in¬ 
occupation:  falubripuB  rural  cxcurfioni 
I  preferred  to  the  dull  and  pedantic  re* 
fearcbes  of  literature,  and  the  rich  re* 


pafts  of  intelledoal  knowledge  1  ex¬ 
changed  for  the  noble  purfuits  of  the 
rugged  mountains  and  barren  foreft; 
my  mind,  inftead  of  being  mellowed  into 
fentiment  and  benevolence  by  the  dilating 
beams  of  genuine  wifdom,  was  harden¬ 
ed  into  favageqcfs  and  cruelty,  by  perfe- 
cuting  timid  innocence,  and  inflaming 
the  hoftilities  of  nature*  My  tutor,  af¬ 
ter  pafling  through  a  fiery  trial  of  thg 
moft  mortifying  indignities,  at  length 
demitted  his  charge;  the  unworthy  u- 
fage  he  met  w’ith  was,  indeed,  infop- 
portable  by  a  man  of  education  and  4>i- 
rit. 

I  am  now  relcafcd  from  every  reftraint; 
but,  alas  !  thefe  faihionable  purfuits  of 
felfiib  vanity,  inftead  of  yielding  me  the 
poignant  iatisfa«5tion  I  fooliftily  dreamed 
of,  arc  become  infufferably  cloying  and 
di.gufting.  Having  no  relifti  for  the  ele¬ 
gant  delights  of  literary  retirement,  .1 
am  cruihed  under  the  galling  weight  of 
the  torturing  hour;  the  pangs  of  re- 
fledion  aftail  me,  and  a  lively  (enfilfilitv 
of  my  lofs  forces  from  me  the  ffuitlcfs 
figh;  of  the  acquifition  of  thofe  means  of 
enjoyment,  the  want  of  w  hich  I  now  de¬ 
plore,  I  am  utterly  incapable.  How  long 
have  my  fentiments  and  adion  run  in  a 
different  channel !  The  unavailing  wifli 
is  all:  this  infelicity  I  ow^e  to  the  perni¬ 
cious  indulgence  of  fond,  but  roiftaken 
parents,  who,  by  negleding  the  culture 
of  my  mind,  have  trained  me  up  to  ig¬ 
norance,  to  folly,  to  vanity,  and  vice.  It 
is  this  w  hich  fills  my  prefent  momenis 
^itb  laffitude  at.d  dUguft,  and  arrays  fu¬ 
turity  with  the  horrors  of  infipidity  and 
impotence.

EDINBURGH  AMU  SEMEN-. 


On  Came  day,  as  foon  as  the  private 
ufiiicrs  was  finifhed,  lord  Darimouth 
loved  for  the  order  of  the  day,  which 
eing  read  the  marquis  of  Rockingham 
rofc,  and  in  a  very  able  fpeech  oppofed 
the  commitment  of  the  bill.  He  aflerted, 
that  the  bill  was  oppreffive  and  tyranni* 
cal  throughout;  that  the  principle  which 
pervaded  it,  and  the  means  of  putting  it 
in  execution,  had  one  merit,  that  of 
confiftcncy ;  and  that  from  the  fame  mo¬ 
tive  he  (hould  heartily  diflent  to  every 
fyllable  of  its  contents.  He  faid,  he 
meant  not  to  trouble  their  lordfhips  in 
any  future  ftage  of  the  bill,  or  perhaps  at 
all  on  the  fame  fubje(5l,  during  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  feflions,  for  which  reafon 
he  wifhed  and  hoped  for  their  indul¬ 
gence  on  the  prefent  occaiion.  He  de- 
fired  to  repeat, ‘that  the  prefent  bill,  and 
every  other  framed  on  the  fame  princi¬ 
ple,  and  diredled  to  the  fame  objedt,  to 
be  attained  only  by  the  mofl;  flagrant 
arfls  of  cruelty  and  oppreflion,  muft  for 
ever  continue  to  meet  with  his  ftrongeft 
difapprobation.  After  examining  the 
general  principle  of  the  bill,  which  he 
loudly  condemned  and  reprobated  in  the 
moft  marked  expreflions,  he  proceeded 
to  examine  the  cruel  and  perfecutirtg 
means  devifed  for  enforcing  it;  which  he 
faid  exa(5tly  refembled  the  mode  adopted 
by  Marfhal  Rozen,  king  James  the  fe¬ 
cund’s  French  general  in  Ireland,  in  or¬ 
der  to  reduce  the  rebellious  citizens  and 
other  defenders  of  Londonderry.  They, 
brave  men,  as  the  Americans  are  now, 
were  filled  traitors  and  rebels ;  and  they, 
as  well  as  our  rebellious  fubjedts  in  Arne* 
fica,  were  to  be  ftarved  into  compliance; 
that  is,  the  means  employed  were  to  be 
juftified  by  the  goodnefs  of  the  caufe. 
He  then  read  out  of  Maepherfon’s  State 
Papers,  an  ordt  r  from  Rozen,  for  obliging 
the  garriffin  of  Derry  to  fubmit,  ,which 
was  to  collet  the  wives,  children,  and 
aged  parents  of  the  garrifon,  to  drive 
them  under  the  walls  of  the  town,  there 
to  pcrifli  in  the  prefcncc  of  their  parents, 
hufbards,  and  other  relations;  and,  if 
they  ofl^red  to  return,  to  fire  on  them 
and  maflacre  them.— But,  added  his 
lordfhip,  weak,  infatuated,  and  bigotted 
as  that  prince  was,  his  heart  revolted  at 
fuch  a  horrid  expedient  of  fubduing  his 
enemies;  for  as  foon  as  it  reached  his 
knowledge,  he  immediately  counter¬ 
manded  the  baibarous  order,  and  left  the 
innocent  and  inoffending  to  their  liberty. 
Tbe  principle  1  cootgod  was  the  fame; 


the  rebels  might  have  avoided  and  pre¬ 
vented  the  barbarous  purpnfe  by  fubmit- 
ting;  ib  we  fhall  be  told  in  the  courfe  of 
this  day’s  debate  may  the  rebels  of  Arne* 
rica.  His  lordfhip  then  entered  into  a 
comparative  view  of  the  trade  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  at  different  periods;  and  that  of  New 
England  in  particular.  He  quoted  from 
the  papers  Iving  on  the  table,  that  the  a* 
mount  of  the  exports  in  the  year  1704, 
amounted  to  no  more  than  70,000 1*  pet 
annum ;  in  half  a  century,  in  the  year 
1754,  it  was  i$o,ocoi.;  about  the  time  of 
the  repeal  of  the  (lamp  aA  in  1764,  it 
was  nearly  400,000 1*;  and  within  the 
lafl  ten  years,  it  had  fo  prodigloufly  in- 
creafed,  as  to  amount  to  7  or  3oo,oool. 
This  increafe  had  extended  itfeJf,  he  was 
well  affured,  in  pretty  nearly  the  fame 
proportion  to  all  the  other  colonies  ;and 
it  appeared,  by  a  gentleman  who  gave 
evidence  at  the  bar,  Mr.Watibn,  that 
the  amount  of  total  exports  in  the  lift- 
mentioned  period,  was  about  2,Aco,odol. 
His  lordfhip  faid,  he  could  not  help  re¬ 
marking  the  agreement  there  was  be¬ 
tween  that  gentleman’s  account,  and  (he 
one  on  the  table,  which  made  the  ex¬ 
ports  to  all  America  in  1764  about 
a,7oo,ooo  I.  His  lordfliip  dwelt  a  Conli-

munition  which  diall  be  found  there  on 
board,  but  alfo  of  a  fine  of  a  thoufand 
guilders  over  and  above,  at  the  charge 
ot  the  commander,  whole  ftiip  diall  ^ 
anfwerable  and  liable  to  execution  for 
the  fame. 

“  Tliat  we  have  further  thought  fit  to 
enaift,  and  wc  do  hereby  enaid,  that,  du¬

diall  be  made,  upou  pain  of  confifeation

“  Whereas  many  colliers,  coal-bearers, 
and  falters  in  Scotland,  are  in  a  (late  of 
(livery  or  b'*ndage,  bound  to  the  collie¬ 
ries  and  l.tlt  works,  where  they  work 
for  life,  and  are  fold  with  the  mines:  Be 
it  enaded,  That, 

1.  No  pel  foil  fliall  he  hound  to  work 
in  them  in  any  way  dilfeicnt  from  com¬ 
mon  labourers. 

2.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  owners 
and  lellVes  of  collieries  and  fait- works 
to  t  ‘ke  apprentices  for  the  legal  term  in 
Scotland. 

3.  All  perfons  under  a  given  age,  now 
employed  in  them,  to  be  free  after  a  gi¬ 
ven  dry. 

4.  Others  of  a  given  age,  not  to  he 
free  till  they  have  inftruded  an  appren¬ 
tice.”
